This compound is described in Table 1, at page 29, line 23 of the specification as filed, 
as compound number 1.141. This compound was characterized by its melting point and 
its retention time in chromatography. The melting point and the retention time for 
compound number 1.141 are presented at page 29, line 23 of the specification. Claims 
13-17, 20, and 23-26 read upon this elected species. Applicants assert the right to claim 
additional species in the event that a generic claim hereto is found allowable in 
accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.141(a). 

Both elections are made without traverse. 

Applicants assert the right to rejoinder of the compound claim with method 
claims and composition claims commensurate in scope with the allowed compound 
claim once the compound claim is found allowable in accordance with M.P.E.P. § 
821.04 and/rc re OchiaU 71 F.3d 1565, 37 U.S.P.Q. 1127 (Fed. Cir. 1995). 

Reconsideration of the Restriction and Election of Species Requirements, and 
consideration and allowance of all pending claims, are respectfully requested. 
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It is not believed that extensions of time are required, beyond those that may 
otherwise be provided for in accompanying documents. However, if additional
